Onrvan outlined the cn>c for the prose- 
cation, occupying less than ten .minutes 
in'parroting in a conversational tone tho 
evets on the night of the tragedy. He 
did 'ot go beyond the immediate events 
preceding the shooting on the Madison 
Square Roof ^garden.

INTENTIONAL MURDER. 


Mr: Gurvan/lecluro d in lii« opening 


«ddress .that Thaw's not was deliberate 
premeditated and iiitentiona'l murder. He 
walked up to the iireMtect when 'lie had 
determined to kill, wheeled and laced 
him, 
and then fired a bullet iuto 
his 


braiu.. 


"Stanford White WHS dcud." the prose- 


outor fa ill, "but Tlunv was itetcrmineu to 
make death, sure. He fired a s-ceond and 
a third 'time, and then in a cool manner, 
holding tifn revolver aloof with the bar- 
rel upside down, faced the audience with 
a gesture which assured all wo saw it, 
that^the man hod accomplished what he 
had iiitended.

Before the prosecution begun the intro- 


duction of evidence. District Attorney 
Jerome secured from the court and with 
consent of Thaw's counsel tm order that 
all witnesses except experts should bo 
excluded from the room, 


WIFE AND MOTHER CITED. 


It became known then for the first 


time tliat Mrs. Wm. Thaw, the prisoner's 
mother will take the stand in hi» own 
behalf, and will probably tell sonic of the 
escapades ol hjs youth. 


The wouian hesitated for a moment, 


then arose and left. 
She was followed 


- by Mr«. Harry Thaw and May MacKen- 


zic. Thaw seemed depressed as his moth- 
er and wife walked by. His wife is ex- 
jxxited to be,his'most important witness, 
The prisoner'.thought an exception might 
bo made in the case -of his mother and 
wife, but his'-lawyers advised them to 
leave wit the rest.

sanity, .hereditary in nature and clue to 
circumstances when he shot White.

"You may disabuse your minds,"gen:

idea or impression that the defense in 
this case will ..rely upon anything but 
the constitution and the ,laws of tho 
imperial state of New York.

Hens—Same Number Laid 


Eggs in. January. 


Does it pay to raise and keep chick- 


ens? This, question has been'-discusaod 
by many for years back and .a number 
of persons 
have1 established -poultry 


farms to try and ascertain -whether there 
is money in the business or not. 


E. W. I-eneh of North-western avenue,' 


while he does not exactly operate 
n 


chicken farm, is in the business to a 
certain extent and conies to the front 
with a record today hard to beat. • 


Mr. Leach has thirty white Wyandotte 


pullets and these hens laid.four hundred 
and fifteen eggs ^during the month of 
January; twenty eggs being the average 
daily product during the past week. 


At the price .'of eggs at the present 


time these chickens have earned their 
feed for six months in four weeks. Ce»- 
tainly this is a. groat record. 


The .hen house of Mr. Leaoh is 12x25;' 


well ventilated, tight, but with no ar- 
tificial heat. The house is divided into 
two pens, with scratching Bhed adjoining 
each, ten feet square, with 6 inches • of 
straw, in wl ich they are fed their grain. 
Particular attention is paid to feeding, 
the fowls not being fed in two days suc- 
cession alike. There has not-been a sick 
•bird during the season. . Yesterday Mr. 
Leach received three pounds 
of eggs 


from the hens.

Hippie, a brother.,of Frank Hippie, who 
ended his life last summer after wreck- 
ing the real estate trust company of 
this city of which he was president, com- 
mitted suicide at his home here today 
with a.revolver.. 


Mr.. Hippie's family was at breakfast 


when he committed the deed. His wife 
heard an unusual noise and sending her 
sons upstairs-to investigate they found 
the father in his bedroom with a bullet 
wound.in his head. He was hurried to 
a hospital, but died on the way. Mr. 
Hippie, was about 70.years'of age, and 
bad been in the real estate business. The 
polifc say' they have°not yet.learned the 
cause for the. suicide, but be!ieved"hc 
brooded over the tragic ending of his 
brother's life. . 
OWED BROTHER ON MORTGAGES. 
At the time of the suicide of his broth 


er, Frank,- and the subsequent failure 01 
the trust company, Edward HippTe owec 
his brother a large sum of money on 
mortgages. These mortgages •• were re 
cently foreclosed and the proceeds from 
their sale were turned over to the 'real 
estate trust company under the reorgan- 
ization, plan.
